Cape balbsand-Ferns from the Botanic Gardena, 
Natal; Indion planta and named varictios of 
Crotona from the Botanic Gardens, Calontta: 
Seeds of important. economic plants from the 
Botanic Gardens, Jamaica; and a namber of 
Orchids from Manila. . ee 
"Tha now plant houses enable ax to give, moro 
antisfactory yeanits than was proviously the casa 
in growing sub-tropical plants.dnd plants reqpir- 
ing shade, but the want of a properly conatract- 
ed house with a heating apparatus, is greatly 
felt, for growing many of the beautiful plants 
i ive time totims from siriotly 
fons. The nneatisfactory condition 
is shows thia defoot very olsarly; 
most Orghids, as is generally known, require to 
be dealt with in o special manner, and must, aa a 
(rile, be subjected to conditions that neosssitate 
a special house or compartment for their cultiva- 
tion. It is to bo hoped that the time ia not for 
distant when wo shall have an Orchid’ House 
worthy of thé Gardens, and of the Colony. 
Nearly all tho shrubs’ and trees that wero 
planted on tho ground that hog boon recently 
added to the New Garden have made vigorous 
wth. Many of them yield valaable economic 
products, aud doserve special montion, baing naw 
introductions to Hongkong that seem to be well 
adapted for cultivation hore. Tho most import. 
ant ard: Styraw Bensoin, which yiolda the tesin 
called “ Bonzoin 3? Bussia butyrae. Indian 
batter’ tres or “ Phulwara;” Cacaalpinia cori.

We have now « number of strong plants 
from five to seven feot high, whith I oxpeot will 
yleld acrop thin sammer, We have leo a re- 
serve stock of the plant for silo and distri- 
Uution. Respecting -the merits of the “Trao 
Tomatoo”” Mr. Morris, Diroctor of the Botanio 
Gardens, Jamaica, writes, “Ths fruit should bo 
eaten when ripe only; then it is most rofrosh.

Chins is unquestionably of rich field for 
anical resanrob, and it is to be regretted that the 
Chinese Authorities have no organlzeil means, 
in the way of a National Botanio Garden, of ~ 
cultivating and: distributing their. jnnumiatable 
vegetable prodiets. Botanic Gardens} of other 
countrias would gratafully exchange the valuublo 
economic planta at tho! dlisuosal for Chinoro 
novoltias, and the benefit would be mutual. Wo 
have not received one plant from a Chinese 
sourea this your. “Hongkong would be a son- 
venient station for reciprocating’ favours from 
Chinese wha might be digpoaed te introdupe some » 
of the resoutces of forcign horticulture, or 
sulture, into Chins, We ore gradually aocamulat- 
ing alargo varioty of plants of commercial value, 
a portion of which’ we would gledly distribnto 
amorngetany of our, Chineso-frienda who might 
be incline’ to favour us with some of the in- 
teresting vogetable ‘novelties of tho Colestial 
Empire, ° |: 

o “ Rhea” or “ China Grease,” Bochmeria 
nevia, seams to ba exiting considerable interest 
amongst plantors an atertile, and anquiriaa ss td 
its cultivation and the means of procuring it 
have recently been inade by leosl agents and by 
correspondents at a distanoo. 

Living planta can be procnred in quantity 
from sqanttera on the island and from pajaoant 
villages on thamainiand. The Chinase onltivate 
it on patches of the richest soil they can find, 
and supply it with strong: manure water from 
thoir oosapools, from the timo the shoots appear 
till thoy are nearly ripo.. ao 

Several correspondents have asked for sctda 
of. tho plant, but £ may here mention that none 
of the squatters whom I have consulted on the 
subject have aver raised it, or seen it roisod 
from seed, though it is possible to raise it in 
this way, Tho favourite Chinese method ‘ia’ to © 
divide the rootd into small clamps abont four or 
five lnohes square and plant them ont in pro- 
pared. gronnd at « foot apart.

The sale of plants has been continued through- 
ont the year.

Au interesting Amsryllidaoeous plant, Agwo 
Geminiflora, flowered “luring tho year.

°°" AME TREATY WITH CHINA, AS 
TOLD ;BY ANOTHOR TREATY 
MAKER, 
: We AE 


Inthe course of an elaborate memorial to Con~ 
gress, drawn up by Mr. John F’. Swift (one of 
the Amorioan Spevisl Ambassadors to Chins who 
negolisted the Treaty of 1880) and adopted un- 
animously. by the Anti-Chinese Convention of 
California on the 1[th Maroh, the following in- 
teresting reviow of the Burlingame Tronty is 
given : 
HISTORY OF THE BURLINGAM® TEEATY. 

Greedy selfishness, masquerading in the dia- 
guise of hamanity, patriotism and national: gen- 
erosily, worked ita way into our diplomatio ser- 
‘vio and gave usithe Burlingame Treaty. Anson 
Burlingame deliborataly sold his country’s birth- 
right for Chinese money, and if ever the trae 
history of that document is written, the faots 
will bo found as I have stated them. 

‘Wo will give our undorstanding of how it was 
brought about. 

Burlingame was American Ministor at Peking. 
‘While there he found ont whet is woll known to 
everybody familiar with Chins, that the Chinese 
Gorerament hag always beon angry and dissatis- 
fied withthe concessions extottod by England,. 
suchas the opiam traffic. and the extra territorial 
righta by which foreigners are exempt from tho 
jurisdiction of the Chinese courts, and other son- 
cessions, all odious and rasping, slmost beyond 
endurance to tha Chinese. With the instinot of 
the pettifogger, Burlingame saw hore » chance 
to make some money and hoseized it, - 

Some years before his time, an American ad- 
ventnrer of the name of Ward, made soma money 
out of China in a very curious way, During the 

reat Taiping Rebellion,’ Ward. collected at 
bsaghai q body of foroignirs and armed, aud 
drillod them.in the Europear fashion, aud cooing 
that Chine could not pitt-down,the rebellion, he 
cams forward with an offer.to undertake the 
suppression-by contract, Por the exact facts of 
atd’s contract we do not vouch, but pive them 
fromecommon hearsay and-report, E'rom theas 
it sesma he offered to put down the robollion for 
alomp sum in gross, or at so much‘for each 
city captured, at the option of the Chinese. 
They nocepted the offer in the latter form. and 
agreed to pay Ward at tho rate of 50,000 tacls a 
city, He captured soveral cities andor his son- 
tract, and might. hove gone on uatil the rebellion 
wassuppreasad but for a chance bullet which 
terminated .at’.once his military cont#acts and 
hislife.
